REPORT OF THE MONUMENT COM- 
MITTEE. 


The committee elected last march to secure and erect a 
Soldiers’ Monument in the town having fulfilled their duty beg 
leave to submit the following report. 

At the annual meeting in March 1906 the town appropriated 
the sum of $1000 for that purpose and authorized your committee 
to erect a monument cousisting of a granite boulder with a bronze 
tablet thereon inscribed with the names of enlisted men from the 
town in the war of 1861 and 5. 

The boulder, a mass of granite of some 50 tons weight and 
given by our late esteemed citizen Francis H. Sawyer, was moved 
onto the lot chosen by the town and given by Mr. Andrew M. 
Moulton and placed in position by Forbes Bros., of Haverhill. 

After the town meeting in March your committee found that 
for the sum voted by the town they could obtain a life sized 
statue of a soldier, together with the tablet notice, and believing that 
Such a figure would meet the approval of the citizens they secured 
it,and figure and tablet were placed in position by Sulivan & Ela 
of Haverhill, on the boulder where it now stands. 

The thanks of the committee are due to the Shakespeare 
Club of ladies and others for funds by which they defrayed the 
expenses of the dedicating of the monument which took place on 
Memorial Day, May 30, 1906, at the conclusion of the regular 
memorial day exersises. 

The dedicatory address was given by Rev. Walter Woodsum 
the resident pastor. 

The monument was presented to the town by Dr. G. R. 
Bennette on behalf of the committee and accepted by Andrew M. 
Moulton, the chairman of the board of selectmen on behalf of the 


town.

SCH OOURRE PORE 


The past year has been a quiet one and in most respects 
uneventful. 

We are pleased to report that all the schools are in good 
condition and the pupils making good progress. ‘ 

Death entered the ranks of one school during the year 
and claimed two of their number. We deplore the loss very 
much and assure the sorrowing parents that we hold them in 
the kindest remembrance. 

We have had the full number of weeks of school during 
the financial year and there is a balance in the treasury suf- 
ficient for all proper needs during the period it was intended 
to cover. 

Some of our schools are small in number of pupils, but 
are kept open in accordance with the expressed wish of the 
people who furnish the necessary means for their support. 

Three new teachers have been necessary during the year 
to fill vacancies but we have been fortunate in engaging good 
workers who have maintained the standard already attained. 

The ninth grade has been discontinued, and we are now 
furnishing an assistant teacher for the high school, who de- 
votes her whoie time to this work; this being done to con- 
form with the suggestions or requirements of the state super- 
intendent who was not satisfied with the arrangement in use 
previous to last September. We are aware there is a division 
of opinion as to the advisability of continuing the present ar- 
rangement and the question can be considered by the voters 
at the annual meeting if they so desire. 
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As the idea of closing the next spring term earlier than 
in past years seems to meet with gcneral approval, we will 
have a shorter winter vacation this year and close the spring 


term about the middle of June. 


Something should be done with school house No. 5 to 
save the town whatever of value there may be in it, and we 
trust some action may be taken on the matter this year. 

With grateful appreciation for the efforts of all who have 
contributed to the success of our schools during the past year, 
we will turn to the future earnestly soliciting the same kind 
consideration for those who may follow us.
